Summer Fabrics Have Disappeared — 


New Models Are in the Spirit 
of the Newest Mode. : 


ASHION reports stress for- 

mality, luxury, simplicity, and 

it would seem, from general 

indications, that the greatest 
of these is simplicity. There is talk 
of the waning of the sports in- 
fiuence and the return of the en- 
tilrely forma! afternoon frock. This, 
obviously, will effect the hat mode, 
which is the most important of the 
many considerations of any new 
wardrobe, 

It is well to stress the fact that 
one be not deceived by the word 
“simplicity,” for any deception 
Mecessary is practiced by the word 
ftself. It is a mode of wonderfully 
soft and luxurious materials, glow- 
ing colors and smart blacks, and 
really infinite detail. But when ell 
is said and done the result is one 
of extreme sophistication. It is an 
intricate simplicity. 

The achievement of this is an 
art, whether the object under con- 
sideration be a frock, a coat, a hat, 
or one of the numerous accessories 
that are imperative. Whatever we 
hear of diagonals and spirals and 
other trimming treatments is mere- 
ly a basis for imaginative effects. 


It {s really no mode for the ama- 
teur to dally with, even the artist- 
designer !s often puzzled. 


More Hats Are Imperative 
Now that the underlying theme 
of all fashion is the ensemble, there 
is need of an extra hat or two. 


And fashion stresses this idea quite 
decidedly, for she divides daytime 
apparel, quite sharply, into three 
groups. Sports clothes show a real 


tendency to be just that, afternoon 
frocks are luxuriously formal, and 
Between the two we have the tai- 
lored dress or suit, 

This means that {f all the parts 
of the ensemble are to be tn har- 
mony, it is quite out of the ques- 
tion to build several costumes, even 
of the same type, against the same 
piece of headwear. Then the hat 
that will be most useful in the 
sports group ts sure to be wholly 
inappropriate with the afternoon 
costume that goes out to play 
bridge, or to otherwise act in a 
formal way. 

There will be, then, at least two 
types of hats—the sports and tal- 
lored, and the truly formal. Each 
hat can complete two, even three, 
costumes, but no smartly gowned 
woman {fs content, nor does she 
find it possible, to be incompletely 
“hatted.” The importance of this 
accessory increases with every 
season, with footwear it rules the 
costume detail group. 


The Insistence Of Velvet 


For some seasons now we have 
@cknowledged the supremacy of 
felt—the all-the-year-round hat 
fabric. More especially ‘has it 
dominated the winter group of hat 
materials. But it happens that 
Beneral fashions are stressing vel- 
vet, it Is to be a velvet season. 
This, naturally, has its effect on 
millinery, and once again we are 
profiting by competition in some 
department. 

Any fabric, to be successful, 
must be supple and workable, It 
must take to tucks and p’eats and 
drapes with perfect ease, and the 
new light welght velvets meet every 
requirement, Their colorings are 
lovely, and the autumn shades— 
gray-blues, woodsy browns and 
@eep, rich reds—are featured. 
Dominating these tones we have 
black, and our old friend beige. 

The idea of molding the hat to 
the head is steadily growing, and 


an unbecoming shape fs little less . 


than a crime. Not only crowns, 
but brims, can be shaped to one’s 
Reeds, so velvet is just as usable as 
even the finest French felt, perhaps 
more so. And no other material 
possesses the luxury of this soft 
stul, which sets ft apart as a rather 
more “dressy” fabric than either 
felt or grosgraiy. 


Size Is An Important Factor 

Summer popularized the large 
hat, and advance showings of fall 
and winter models include it. 
There is an added incentive to its 
presentation in the return to for- 
mality in afternoon dress. If one 
Wears it well there is picturesque 
beauty in the wide-brimmed hat of 
velvet, especially when it is black. 
There are few occasions when the 
wide-brimmed hat may be worn 
correctly. 

It does not belong to the sports 
or the tailored mode, but is, log- 
ically, a part of the elaborately 
formal afternoon costume, Such a 
hat is pictured. It is worn with a 
formal coat of silk with fur trim- 
ming, a typical afternoon wrap. 
Black is its color, while its trim- 
ming, of the very simplest sort, 
carries out the familiar theme of 
white in combination with black. 

For her who finds it becoming, 
Fashion provides the medium sized 
hat, and it fits into the picture al- 
luringly. It seems only fair that 
this hat type—we have it illustrated 
charmingly—should have its place 
in the mode, especially when that 
mode is an elastic one in almost 
every respect. Hat groups are in- 
clined to be more comprehensive, 
this season, than they have ever 
been. 


The Ever-So-Smart Small Hat 


Admittedly the most youthful 
type of millinery, and charming in 
{ts infinite variety, the small hat 
dominates every other type. It 
concentrates on graceful lines, fine 
fabrics and infinite details of con- 
struction, content, seemingly, with 
the most restricted ornamentation. 
Each new season sees it born 
again, with newness, with charm, 
with individuality. 

It has been said that both crowns 
and brims are adjustable, and this 
applies specially to the small hat, 
always supposing, of course, that 
there ts a brim. Often times there 
is not. Toques and turbans and 
helmets are everywhere, and if one 
finds the brimless hat a becoming 
thing, it means variety in the hat 
wardrobe, a variety that does not 
exist, when a brim is necessary. 

One finds these small hats tn 
felt, in velvet, in grosgrain and in 
faille taffeta—it would not be con- 
sistent with variety were there only 
felts and velvets. There are, too, 
combinations of fabrics in the new 
hat showings, some satin in evi- 
dence, even after the seagon is well 
under way. As a rule we think of 
satin as the between-season ma- 
terial, not of any special time. 


A Definite Reason For Being 


There must be some real reason 
for every hat that is offered, and 
many times there is more than one 
reason. Passing from color, fabric 
and line to trimmings, we proceed 
from wealth to a seeming poverty. 
But so much has been done with 
the first three—fabrics have been 
80 handied and colors so subtly 
combined—that trimmings must be 
negligible, serving only as an 
accent. 

But this accent is quite as tm- 
perative as trimmings would be 
were they part of the scheme of 
things. It is a versatile thing, this 
idea of accent, and is applied to the 
hat quite as artistically as frugally. 
Sometimes it is only a fancy pin, 
but it is placed at the correct place 
and the correct angle for effective- 
ness, Whatever the trimming me- 
dium, this is true. 

Over-Trimming May Ruin A Hat 

The just enough, but not too 
much, is sometimes hard to achieve 
but the rule of simplicity must be 
followed. Feathers are used, but 
in brush or pad form—Just touches 
of softness. Punchwork, appliques, 
embroidery and stitching are all 
favored touches of differentness, 
and then there are clever inserts 
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and incrustations, resulting, usual- 
ly, in unusual color effects. 

An effective example of elaborate 
simplicity may be seen in the 
smart little shape of black velvet 
and belge felt. The construction is 
complicated, but the only trimming 
is the stitchery, done in beige, 
which {s applied to the felt on the 
crown and traces the pattern on 
the velvet. This model is finished 


with a black grosgrain rlbbon band. 
The brim of felt {s plain. 


A Variation Of The Helmet 

Unusuality is the characteristic 
of the helmet shaped hat which 
reminds one, without any explana- 
tion, of an aviator’s headgear. The 
charming face below it, with its 
oval contour, finds this type of hat 
most becoming, but it is a difficult 
type because of its severity. Its 
trimming ig the favorite orna- 
mental pin that makes just the 
right contrast of color and ma- 
terial, 

A far more friendly little hat is 
the soft felt with its flat feather 
trim. The use of tucking is not 
unusual, but its application tn this 
instance 1s, for it divides the hat 
in the middle front, permitting a 
symmetrical application of trim- 
ming. The brim ts one of those 
adaptable affairs that makes a 
model of this type a possibility for 
more than one individuality.

concerned. It is only when the 
very spirit of the mode undergoes 
@ change that we must seriously 
consider its finest points. Just at 
the moment this is the situation 
that presents itself in relation to 
the fall and winter wardrobe. 

It is at such times that we are 
permitted to share in the making 
of ‘a season's fashions, When 
many changes are proposed, each 
change with its group of iogical 
opponents, even among those who 
are responsible for such changes, 
it remains for us, whe choose them, 
to render the final decisions, The 
responsibility {s increased by the 
very individuality we insist upon. 

Width and length of skirt, as 
well as sleeve length, position of 
waistline and the neckline, are all 
being attacked by some one of the 
many eminent coutourieres, For 
the frock of the moment this is 
beneficial, since it means we can 
suit our fancy. But it is impera- 
tive that a decision be rendered, 
that there may be, eventually, a 
definite shaping of the season's 
mode, 

Some would make the flare the 
most important characteristic of 
the silhouette, but others find it, to 
a certain extent, an unlovely thing. 
Some would lengthen the skirt—tin 
fact, many—while others would 
keep it quite as short as it appeared 
in summer styles. However, this 
latter group realizes the inevitable 
trend, and compromises with the 
uneven hemline.
